2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art fails to teach an apparatus for determining an angular position of a rotor 
from a relationship between an electric current and the angular acceleration 
wherein the electric current causing the rotor to rotate during the pulse duration 
by no more than 90 degrees divided by the number of pole pairs.
